The regular fortnightly meeting of 
the town Council convened im the 
Clerk’s oftice on Monday evening, with 
His Worship Mayor Bogue in the chair. 
There were only three Counciiloss 
present, namely, Hannah, Herrler and 
Smale. 

Accounts and communications were 
read by the Clerk as follows: Avpli 
cation from the Secretary of the School 
Board for $1,000 ; O. B. Fysh, making 
up weigh scale accounts, $2.00; and 
H. U. Rorison, hauling dirt on streets, 
$13.40. The Clerk also presented a 
petition for asidewalk by the residents 
of 8th Avenue. 

Inspector Battell submitted a report 
of the water hauled and help hired by 
him at the fire on the evening cf May 
9th. 
Fire, Water and Light Committee to 
be looked into and reported upon at 
the next meeting.

previous meeting the Finance Com- 


mittee reported as follows :—** Upon 
looking into the finances of the town 
there is cash on hand $3,512.75, out of 
which will have to be paid $3,200.00 
te the school boird ; $653.41 as _ in. 
stalments on debentures ; and $355.00 
fer Inspector and Clerk’s salaries mak- 
ing a total of $4,20851. There will 
also be other expenses of minor im 
portance which will have to be met 
during the year. The above figures 
show.a deticit of $79500, which we 
expect to meet out of licenses due the 
town in June and revenue from the 
weigh scales. There will also be some 
small sums continually coming into 
the Treasury from income from the 
town hall, poll tax, dog tax, ete. ete, 
which will be necessary to meet the 
running expenses of the municipality. 
We find that for the present we are 
compelled to recommend to the Coun- 
cil that the different committees be 
requested to refrain from any further 
expenditures only when strictly neces- 
sary. We would refer you to Sec. 7 
of Part1V of the Municipal Ordinance 
ot 1894, in which you will see it is 
necessary to submit estli.ates on or 
before the 15th of July, at which time 
a fuller statement will again be = sub- 
mitted ta the Council,”

—The Procession Will Be a Mile Long

-The British War Office will have to 
put some 20,000 troops in the streets of 
London on Jtime 22, the day when 
Queen Victoria will proceed from Buck- 
ingham palace to St. Paul's cathedral 
to offer up thanks to God for her long 
reign. If the original programme had 
been adhered to, 10,000 men would have 
sufficed, the War Office could have 
managed that on its head, so to speak, 
Now it is nearly off its head at tia 
prospect, of what is regarded as ths 
biggest military display since tha 
Crimean war, more than forty years 
ago. There are no barrack accommo. 
dations in London for more than the 
normal! garrison, and 20,000 additional 
troops cannot, it seems, be quartered 
in the garrison towns within easy dis- 
tance of the metropaiis, because the 
railway managers say they will have 
quite enough to do on the great day 
to bring the hindreds of thousands of 
sightseers safely to town and back 
again. ‘The soldiers, therefore, to all 
appearance, will have to camp in the 
parks, which wiil be a novel sight for 
cockneys. ; 

There is not the slightest doubt that 
the dispiay next June will be the great« 
est and largest ever seen in London. 
The Royai procession itself will proba 
ably be a mile long, and the array of 
Princes and Princesses in it will exceed 
the jubilee show in numbers and gor- 
geousness. Fhysicians and courtiers 
are already shaking their heads, pre- 
dicting all serts of evils likely to resul& 
to the aged sovereign from

Whatever 
be said to the contrary, Prince Bis- 
marck’s disclosure of his own treacb- 
ery in conspiring with Russia against 
Austria bas shaken the latter’s faith 
in her German ally, and the two pow- 
ers are, further, not in accord on the 
eastern questicn, Germaay not shar- 
ing Austria's fear of ibe effect of 
Russian control of Constantinople. | 
Italy, through her recent commercial | 
treaty with France, has drawn nearer 
to ber former friend and liberator, de- 
sires to approach nearer still and 60 
curtail ber miliiary expenditure, and) 
in the hope of securing a plebiscite to, 
thai end, will order new elections next | 
month. Apart frum the greater bene- | 
fit to be gained from a betier under- 
standing with France, the Roman gov- 
ernment is doubtiess fully alive to the 
fact that its recent policy has brought 
it nothing but embarrassment and dis- 
credit, and that the alliance in which 
it has trusted refused to save it fram, 
humiliation in Africa. Just now 
Italy’s safest ally would be England, 
the interests of the two powers in the} 
Mediterranean being identical, though 
inthe long run her best position would 
be that of independence, choosing now 
one ally and then another as circum- 
Slances might dictate. The alliance 
thus grows weaker and weaker, and 
although it would be unsafe to predict 
ite speedy dissolution, it is difficult to 
believe that it will be maintained many 
years, or that when it breaks up, both 
the great European leagues will not 
be recast on more natural lines. That 
between France and Russia is far more 
incongruous than that which unites the 
central powers, for it binds a nation 
whose cardinal principle is civil and re- 
ligious liberty to an absolute monar- 
chy, whose chief motive in the alliance 
is not friendship or community of in-| 
terest, but financial gain. 


The nntural ally of France is Eng- | 
land, each representing in differing de- 
gree the democratic principle of self- 
government, and each influenced both 
in its domestic and foreign policy by 
that principle. The natural allies of 
Russia, on the other hand, are Ger- | 
many and Austria, the three represent- | 
ing the monarchical power in Europe, 
and pledged to maintain that power 
against the advancing wave of demo 
cracy. Each of these groups have com- 
mon interests which tend to cement 
their union, France and England de- 
siring to expand in Africa, and, the 
question of Egypt and Tangiers once 
settled, able to do so without friction. 
The other group might, if allied, dom- | 
inate Europe from Secandinavia tothe. 
Black sea, and divide the Ottoman em-) 
pire and the minor Balkan states be- 
tween them, as they once partitioned | 
Poland. The two alliances thus formed , 
might last fifty years, might without 
conilict and often in unison do a great | 
work for civilization, and could so di- | 
minish armament that taxation would, 
be greatly reduced, and with it the, 
gpread of socialism.

Binoce the assassination of Nasr-ed-din, 
the late Persian king of kings, little 
has been heard of the kingdom over 
which he ruled, his successor, Mozaffer | 
ed-din being left to carry out the policy | 
ef the Kajar house without much notice 
from the world.

ers. In the western world, where gov- | 
ernment by committee is the common | 
form, the change would attract little 
attention, but in the Orientah world it 
is a radical one, the wisdom of which | 
may be seriously questioned. For the, 
existence of a vizier usually insured | 
that a atrong man should have the | 
right of general control, the shah reign- 
ing if competent, but if weak or frivol- 
ous, power falling to the vizier who, 
bowever corrupt, was generally able and 
experienced.

Graham Gems.—Beat one egg, two 
tablespoonfuls of sugar and a little salt 
together, adding one heaping cupful of 
graham flour in which a teaspoonful of

flour without the baking powder, and

Apple Float.—This is a simple and 
delicious dessert. Take one quart of 
water, one cupfu! of sugar, the juice and 
pulp of two lemons, five tarts, juicy 
apples, and four tablespoonfuls of corn 
starch. Put the water on to boil. Mois- 
ten ibe corn starch with a little cold 


t i Take from the 
fire, add the sugar, Jemon juice and 
pulp. Peei, core and chop the apples 
into small pieces; pour the boiling corn 
starch over them, and stand away to 
cool. Serve cold with sugar and cream. 

Cragberry Tart.—One pint of berries, 
carefully washed and picked over. Add 
one cupful of granulated sugar, in 
which has been stirred a very little 
flour to absorb the juice. Make a 
paste like the foliowing: One cupful 
of lard, the white of one egg, three 
tablespoonifuls of ice water, one table-

Like any 
human con- 
suinption, the animal heat should be 
allowed to leave it and the flesh be- 
come perfectly cold. It will be more 
tender if it stands over night, or even 
for a day or two in cold weather. 

To prepare a chicken for the table 
it should be drawn at once, for the 
entrails quickly taint the flesh; wash- 
ed thoroughly in three waters, inthe 
first of which a little soda is put, then 
wiped dry, the inside dusted with per- 

r,and hung up until it is to be cooked. 
some good recipes for preparing chick- 
en in different ways follow: 

Roast Chicken.—Stuff the hollow in 
the body and also the craw with force 
meat, but do not pack it in. To do so 
makes the stuffing heavy.

Cover and cook till 
the juice dropping on the coals threa- 
ten to smoke it; lift the broiler now 
and then to avoid this. Allow about 
ten minutes to the pound. When half 
done, turn to cook the other side. Re- 
move to a hot platter and spread with 
butter. A ‘teaspoonful of lemon juice 
and as much fine parsley put with the 
butter are an improvement to the taste 
of many. 

Roastt Chicken.—Joint the fowl, dust 
the pieces with salt and pepper, dip

WORMS IN TIMBER.

Mr. Craig says 
that by the new pian, as it is called, 
although it has been practiced for a 
good while by individuals, an even crop 
ls always assured and the plants are 
less liable to attacks from cut worms 
and wire worms. He sows the seed 
about the middle of February in ordi- 
mary seed boxes, with a compost 
loam with dried and pulverized man- 
ure. About the middle of sh these 
boxes are transferred to the frame 
and the plants are hardened off grad- 
ually. The young plants are set out 
early im Aprii in rows two leet apart 
and six or eight inches beiween the 
plants, according to the variety. Where 
space is valuable, the rows may be left 
eighteen inches apart, but it is much 
more easy to culiivate between wider 
rows. Every variety tried is improved 
by transplanting, and all mature ‘g'- 
lier than when they are treated in “ne 
old way. The best keeping varieties, 
as well as best flavored ones, last year 
were Prizetaker, Ailsa, Craig and 
Cranston'’s Excelsior. The two last 
named are superior English varieties. 
Silver King and Giant Kocca will grow 
to enormous size under this treatment, 


but they are not good keepers. Fur a 
nese rade Mr. Craig advises use 
ellow Danvers and Red Wetherstield. 


As a rule, white varieties do not keep 
well, the best being the Queen.

In a census of the colonial possessions 
, of Governments made tweniy years ago, 
, It appeared that the total colonial pos- 
sessions of Great Britain covered 7,- 
600,000 square miles, or more than six- 
ty times the extent of the United 
‘Kingdom, and had a population of 
about 200,000,000. France had foreign 
colonies exclusive of Algeria, covering 
469,000 lish square miles, with 8 
population of 2,500,000. The ome 
' possessions of Spain, the remnant o 
the heritage from Spain's navigators, 
covered an area of 115,000 a 
oa miles, and a popuiation of 8,- 

000. Germany, newly established 
as &@ united Government, had no for- 
eign colonies, neither did any of the 
German States. The colonies of the 
Netherlands covered 666,000 square 
miles, and had a population of 24,000,- 
000. Belgium had no colonies. Den- 
mark's colonies were chiefly islands, the 
total population being avout 5d, 
Norway and Sweden had one small is- 
land, and Portugal had colonies cov- 
ering 713,000 English miles, with a 
population of 4,000,000. Since that 
time most European Governments have 
extended their territory. 

The British empire now covers 11,- 
000,000 square miles, of which only 120,- 
000 are in the United Kingdom. The 
oe of the English colonies is 

000,000 The colonies of France 
cover 2,900,000 square miles. and have 
@ population of 21,000,000. The area of 
the colonies of the Netherlands is 760,- 
000 miles, and the population is 29,000 
b00. There are nearly 6,000,000 sut- 
jects of the German empire in Africa, 
and 8,000,000 of Belgium. The Rus- 
sians bave spread their colonies, until 
these have in Asia a population in ex- 
cess of 90,000,000, and though the pop- 
ulation of Portugal is less than 5,- 
000,000, the colonies of Portugnl — 
collectively a population in excess 
6,000,000, the area of Portugal's colon- 
ies being thirty times greater than 
that of the home country. Denmark's 
colonies have spread, though not much, 
and Italy has appeared among Euro- 
pean nations having colonial posses- 
sions. Spain alone has made no head- 
way. There has been no increase. of 
her possessions or of the population of 
them. Many districts of Cuba and a 
few of those of the Phillippines have 
been devastated by war, and the com- 
merce of these colonies with the home 
country has declined appreciably. The 
Spaniards are in no ition to hope 
for an extension of their colonial pos- 
sessions. Indeed, all present indica- 
tions point to the ultimate withdraw- 
al of Spain from mach territory that 
she now rules.

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FIRE BYLAWS AND FIRE 
PROTECTION. 


The fire on Sunday evening azain 
reminded the citizens, and the Council, 
that the fire protection of the town is 
altogether inadequate to cope with a 
fire of any magnitude, for had there 
been a south east wind at on the day 
previous, a large portion of the town 
would have been wiped out. In the 
first plsce the fire by-law has rot been 
rigidly enforced. Parties are allowed 
to build in the fire limite before notify. 
ing the chairman of the Board of 
Works, and when it is found that the 
structures are not built in accordance 
with the ordinance, great difficulty is 
met with, and some hard feeling 
caused between these parties and the 
Council, and in order to settle things 
the matter has to be placed ig the 
hands of the solicitor with instructions 
to enforce the law. Again parties 
coming into town are allowed to use 
vacant ‘ote and beck yards as livery 
stables, and in several places within 
the fire limits Jarge quantities of old 
straw have accumulated (greatly 
to the advantage of fire protection to 
be sure). But over and above ujj we 
are without a fire brigade, and have 
been for} over a year, which is, to say 
the Jeast, not a very honorable positicn 
for a town the size of Moose Jaw to be 
in. We have a first class chemicle fire 
engine which cost the town conesider- 
hile, and which was never found to 
fail when properly managed. But 
whut is the use of a fire engine without 
» brigade? Just as much use as a 
locomotive without an engineer ;— a 
crowd could get steam up, but poor 
gnianagement and want of experience 
would lead to fatal results. Abouta 
year ago a difference arose between 
the then organiged brigude and the 
sitting Council, with the result that 
the members of the brigade resigned 
in a body. Since that time several 
stforts have been made with 2 view to 
re-organization, but they have all prov- 
ed failures. Recently the present 
Council had placed in the office of the 
Mayor, a jist to be signed by those 
willing to become members of a vol- 
unteer fire brigade, stating that when 
organized they would be met by the 
Council as far as possible. But for 
gome reason or other the list receivéd 
no signatures, and the Council came 
to the conclusion that the ratepayers 
did not wish a brigade at present. 

Fhe present Gounci]l chould not be 
peld responsible for the actigns of any 

vious one, whether they be right or 
prong, and we think that should a 
brigade organize they would be treated 
fairly, and any reaagnable expenditure 
would be made on improvements to the 
fire department, provided they were 
consistent with the financial standing 
pf the town. But in face of the high 
rate of taxation, and the fact that gry- 
pral petitions for sidewalks are now 
before the Council from ratepayers 
who have had to wade through mpd 
and water for years, the citizens should 
endesvor to protect their interests 
with the least expenditpre possible. 
Nevertheless when it cgmes down to a 
question of dollars and cents, we he- 
lieve it would pay tq havea first class 
brigade, even should jt result in a 
slight inereese of taxes. The majority 
pf citizens have their “all” invested in 
S}ooee Jaw. If the town ts burned out 


separated in affliction, that the sick 


where are they? Again, with a good 
fire brigade the board of underwriters 
would likely lower the rateof insurance, 
which would in a measure off-set any 
increase in the rate of taxation ; 
whereas with existing conditions, it 
could not be wondered at if the rate 
was raised to such an extent that it 
would bar some from the benefits of 
ipsurance. 

We think that if the citizens and 
the Council work together with the 
one object in view, namely that of eelf- 
preservation, it will not be long before 
Moose Jaw will have fire protection 
equal to that of any town in the ‘Ter- 
ritories. 

Just here a few words in regard to 
the fire by law might not be out of 
place. As was said before it has not 
been rigidly enforced. The Council 
are to blame in this respect. Perhaps 
because the law would be a hardship 
on some, it was allowed to be trans- 
gressed. But it should be semembered 
that no law can be enforced without 
being a hardship on somebody. If it 
would be in the best interests of the 
town to not enforce the law ; then by 
all means abolish the bylaw; but 
while it stands enforce it to the letter. 
Better far to have a lax law rigidly 
enforced, than a drastic measure not 
enforced at all. ;

faiths. To these have been added the 
wildest rumors about the avthorities 
poisoning the natives in the hospitals, 
all tending to arouse native feeling 
against the scientific treatment of the 
disease. In one case this feeling broke 
out in an attack by a Mohammedan 
mobon a municipal van used for 
carrying patients toa Bombay hospital. 
The medica! staff, conducting a house 
to house inspection, discovered in a 
tenement a youth suffering from the 
plague and his mother nursing him. 
The mother refused to allow him to be 
removed until granted permission to 
accompany and remain with him in the 
hospital. Before the van arrived news 
of the intended removal spread among 
the natives, and a crowd of two or 
three hundred gathered in the street. 
There were many angry demonstrations 
but the officials, with no fear of 
violence, entered the tenement without 
molestation and went upstairs to bring 
down the patient and his mother. As 
soon as the van was left unguarded a 
crowd of Mohammedans and Hindus 
armed with sticks made an attack on 
it, smashed it into pieces and threw 
the fragments about the street. The 
mission was a double disappointment, 
as the youth and his mother had been 
removed to a place of concealment dur- 
ing the absence of the officials. After 
the van had been demolished the crowd 
rapidly increased, and its threatening 
attitude indicated the need of a show 
of authority. A swnall detachment of 
native and foreign eoldiers had the de- 
sired effect, the mere presence of force 
being sufficient to quiet the mild 
Orientals. 

In the same tenement a woman was 
found suffering from the plague and a 
new van was bruught to remove her. 
When the municipal otlicers entered 
the room her husband confronted them, 
holding a large clasp knife and threat- 


ening to stab both her and himeelf if 
they attewpted to remove her. He was 


peacified by the assurance that he would 
be allowed to go with her to the hos. 
pital and see that she was kindly treat- 
ed there. At the hospital it was found 
that he had concealed the clasp-knife 
in his pocket, so it was thought dan- 
gerous to allow him to remain. These 
outbursts of autagonism, showing a 
sentiment universal among a united 
native population, give some intimation 
of the difficulties confronting the muni- 
cipal officers. The Mohammedan senti- 
ment or belief regarding the seclusion of 
women is another stombling-block io 
official efforts toward stamping out the 
disease, A Mohainmedan woman would 
face death rather than suffer the dis 


ARBITRARY VALUATION. 


It is satisfactory to note that the 
western members of Parliament are 
making a determined rush to have the 
scandal, relating to the arbitrary valu- 
ation of Awerican agricultural machin- 
ery coming into Canada, removed. 
When the late Conservative Govern- 
ment reduced the duty on _ binders, 
mowers and horse rakes some sears ago 
from 35 per cent. to 20 per cent., it 
lost no time under the pressure of the 
manofacturers interested, to largely 
neutralize the benefit that would 
accrue to the settlers by virtue of the 
reduction on the machinery. imported 
from the United States. For instance, 
in the case of McCormick binders, 
which is the principal. machine the 
western settlers buy, the invoice 
valuation was raised from $80 to 3100; 
so that our people instead of paying 
duty on $80 were compelled to pay 
duty on $100. Now the price at which 
the McCormick binders have all along 
been sold and are still being sold to 
dealers throughout the United States 
is $80 per binder. Notwithstanding 
this fact, however, the Canadian manu 
facturers,uvot content with 20 per ceut. 
protection, were able to bring sufficient 
to bear on the Government to induce 
it to raise the valuation of these bind- 
ers, when imported, to $100 a piece. 
The result as we have already pointed 
out was to force our farmers to pay no 
20 per cent as the tariff called for, but 
30 or more per cent. Thus the farmers 
were hoodwinked and victimized. That 
practice is still being followed, and it 
was to secure its abolition that the 
western members supporting the Gov- 
ernment, entered such a vigorous pro 
teat at Ottawa the other day. These 
members seem to be resolved that if 
the Government has failed to reduce 
the duties on agricultural implements, 


it must remove the restrictions and 
give the settlers the benefit they are 


suppused to derive from a 20 per cent, 
duty, and which they do not in reality 
enjoy. The Government has promised 
investigation and rectification, if the 
facts are ascertained to be as _ repre- 
sented. As there would seem to be no 
doubt about the facts, the settlers may 
look for some relief in the duties on 
binders at any rate.—T7ribune.

Statistics Contained inthe Seventh 
Annual Report. 

The seventh annual report of the 
Medicine Hat hospital has been issued. 
It is encouraging that the generous aid, 
financial and otherwise, cf its numer- 
ous friends throughout the country 
keeps pace with the stesdy increase in 
the general work and demands of the 
institution. Since the completion of 
the hospital there kas been done 
charitable work to the extent of 23,289 
hospital days, at a total cost to the 
hospital of $24,278. Of this amount 
5,120 deys of charitable work was done 
in 1896 at a cost of $5,186. This was 
634 per cent of the total work done in 
1896. 
$9,023, of which $1,791 were fees from 
the N. W. T. Government; $2,275 
from donations ; $1,723 from paying 
patients and $1,775 from insurance 
tickets, a system that is satisfactorily 
increasing. The balance on hand at 
the end of the year was $8147.59. The 
principal item on the expenditure side 
was maintenance, $6,612. During the 
year 226 patients were admitted and 
612 out patients were treated. Twenty- 
eight operations were performed. ~ The 
patients came from over a wide area, 
extending from Winnipeg to Field, B. 
C. The average cost of maintenance 
is $1,013 per diem, the principal iter 
being $446 for salaries and wages. 
Properly qualified nurses are supplied 
by the hospital for 81 = day, and 
nurses have been sent under the 
system to Regina, Swift Current, 
Maple Creek, Lethbridge and Donald, 
B. C. 
hospital twenty-eight cases were treat 
ed during the year for which $550 
were received for maintenance. This 
being the Diamond Jubilee of the 
Queen’s reign, the manazement uf the 
hospital make a special appeal for 
funds to signalize the event by increas- 
ing and extending the utility of this 
excellent institution.

Their five ablutions a day and the 
scrupulous care shown in the great 
majority of their houses may tend to 
counteract the opposition to modern 
sanitary science.

’ QUEEN ELIZABETH’S GHOST. 


Seen by Grenadier iu Bread Daylight in 
the Windser Castle Library. 


Queen Elizabeth’s ghost has recent- 
ly been’ seen walking in the library of 
Windsor Castle in broad daylight. To 
be more exact, a Lieutenant in the 
Grenadier Guards, whose connections 
are highly respectable, asserts that he 
saw a female figure in black where no 
living person, could be, and the librar- 
ian at Windsor says that his description 
tallies with that of the apparition of 
the Virgin Queen. who haunts that 
part of the castle. The story was 
first told in Le Petit Journal of Paris, 
and on the London Daily Mail’s investi- 
gating the truth of it the following ex- 
traordinary facts came out: 

The officer ‘4s Lieut. A. St. Leger 
Glyn, a grandson of the first Lord Wol- 
verton, who was a member of the bank- 
ing house of Glyn, Mills & Currie, and 
a nephew of Dr. Carr Glyn, the new 
Bishop of Weterboraugh. He is 27 
years of age, the son of a soldier, and 
is described as a healthy, matter-of- 
fact young man. He was sitting in the 
library of Windsor Castle one after- 
noon reading a history of Dorsetshire, 
where he became aware of some one 
passing into the inner library. He 
looked up and saw a female figure in 
black, with black lace on the head fall- 
ing to the shofilders. He did not pay 
much attention to it, thinking it was 
some one reading in the inner room. 
Soon after, as it was 4 o'clock, an at- 
tendant eame to close the library. 
Lieut. = asked who the lady work- 


ing in other room was, and the 
attendant answered that there was

Glyn thought 
no more abopt it, but the attendant 
reported the matter to Mr. Holmes, 
the librarian, who asked the officer to 
describe the figure, and then told him 
that he had seen the apparition of 
Queen Elizabeth. ‘ He said that there 
were fecoris that this apparition 
haunted the rooms, but that ‘Lieut. 
Glyn was the only man that had seen 
it in modern times. Since then Mr. 
Holmes has spent mpch time in the 
library, day and night, in the hope of 
seeing the ghost. Lieut. Glyn has 
been questioned about the matter by 
the Dean of Windsor and several mem- 
bers of the Royal family. 

Mr. Holmes showed the scene of the 
apparition to the Daily Mail’s reporter. 
The chair occupied by Lieut. Glyn is 
on the east side of the first room in 
the library. In front of it is a large 
globe, and a few steps lead up into a 

allery, the sides of which are lined with 

ks, with windows on the left and 
a series of bays on the right, the win- 
dows of which look out upon the ter- 


race. 

“At the far end of the gallery is 
a turret, two windows of which look- 
ing on the west make a broadish space 
of light, against which any figure tya- 
versing the gallery would be sharply 
silhoutted. On the south side of the 
gallery—which e@vas built by Queen 
Elizabeth, and used by her as a pic- 
ture gallery in which she was accustcm- 
ed to walk. and wherein she devised, 
or reflected upon. those masterpieces 
of statecraft which have made her re- 
putation what it is—stands a fine chim- 
ney-piece, over which a bust of the 
‘Virgin Queen’ looks down somewhat 
severely upon the spot where her shade 
has been so recently seen.” 

Glyn saw the 
apparition, which passed from him

THE OLDEST ENGLISR vAPER.

I¢ Is the Lendeon *“Gazette”— Published 
First in 1662. 


The oldest English bewspaper, is 
though few people know it, the London 
Gazette, which was on its first publica- 
tion on November 14, 1665, known as 
the Oxford Gazette from the fact of the 
Parliament sitting at Oxford This 
name was changed on February 5, 1666, 
tothe present one. But though the 
London Gazette contains some items of 
much interest to certain people, such 
as ‘acze who have received “honors” 
at the hands of royalty or those whose 
bankruptcies are announced, it is not 
a newspaper in the usual sense of the 
term; that ia, as being read generally 
by;the public. 


The honor of being the oldest news- 
paper of this ciass im the British isles 
and hence probably in the world may 
be unbesitatingiy awarded to Herrow’e 
Worcester Journal, which made its 
appearance in 1690, ten years before the 
beginning of the eighteenth century. It 
has always had a wide circulation 
among the higher classes of its district 
and is to-day as vigorous as ever. But 
when it first came out it was not under 
its present name, and this factor is of 
more importance considering ts claim 
to the premier honors of the journaiis- 
tic worid. 

Perhaps we ought to award the paim 
of eo first of Eng.ish journals 
to the Lincoin, Rutland and Stamford 
Mercury, still published weekly at 
Stamford. This paper has now, as ever, 
a truly great circulation, and an en- 
ormous infiuence in the Eastern Mid- 
land district. Its title is exactly the 
same to-day as it was on the day it 
was first published, 174 years ago. 
Hence this important factor should al- 
Most assign to it the first place among 
extant newspapers. 

There is in the Leicester museum a 
copy of the 1719 issue, consisting of four 
pages demy quarto, its styie that of 
oid news letter. In July, 1885,9 its cir- 
culation had become 14, a week, the 
highest at that time of any paper out 
of London. Its price was then two- 
pence, but is now a penny, with a cir- 
culation of 25,000 weekly. Thomas 

r the famous Chartist poet, was 
on its staff in his younger days. The 
political complexion of this celebrated 
paper is Liberal.

But for 
“friendly” foreign intervention Crete 
would have secured her independence 
long ago, Russian diplomacy has frus- 
traied the hopes and aspirations of the 
Cretang in jast year’s revolution, and 
despite the role she is now playin, 
with the other European powers. as 1

long-promised reforms among the 
Christians in his dominions, she is the 
one country directing the Sultan’s 
policy in the East.~ There is not a 
Cretan of any prominence on the land

At the hattle of the Fountains in 1866 
he was fighting beside his two sons 
when a bullet killed one of them. 
Without flinching he gave orders to 
carry the dead from the battlefield 3 
he continued figbtirg until the enemy 
were repulsed. In 1878 he waa pro- 
claimed Commander-in-Chief of all the 
revolutionary forces on the island, and 
was subsequently selected with two 
other Cretans to proceed to the Ger- 
man capital, during tue drawing of the 
Berlin trenty, to lay before the repre- 
sentatives of the powers the claims of 
the Cretans. 

To give evidence of ihe low esteem 
in which Turkish promises are held by 
the Cretans it is necessary only to 
quote the remarks recently made by 
one of the inost conservative members 
of the Cretan Revolutionary Commitee. 

“Turkish firarms’’ he said “grant- 
ing reforms reminds me of the story of 
the schoolboy eaught in mischief by 
his teacher and then resorting to all 
sorts of excuses and proinises of better 
conduct so as to escape punishment. 
So it is with the Sultan and his firmans 
granting privileges to the Christians 
of Crete: you may always look for them 
whenever sowe bigh-handed rascality 
has been committed by his people and 
the foreign Governments look sternly 
at him. It is needless io say that the 
excitement once over you need not look 
for the fulfilment of bis promise.’ :
